The Parih of Waterbeach, in the Hundred 
of North Stowe, in the County of Cambridge, 
1s diſtant from the 'Town of that name about 
five miles, and is upon the Weſt Bank of the 
River Cam. It borders upon Milton and Land- 
beach to the South, upon Landbeach and Cot® 
tenham to the Weſt, and upon Stretham and' 
Wicken to the North. The foil of the Up-' 
lands is very rich and fertile, being à black 
mould upon gravel, and withall ſo plentifully 
ſupplied with Compoſt, from the numerous Cattle. 
kept upon the Low Lands, that its produce is 
very. great, ſeldom leſs than four or five'Quar- 
ters of Corn per acre, and oft times more. , The 
quantity of the former is about 800 Acres'of 
Arable, and of Paſture 7 or 800 Acres, worth at 
leaſt one pound per acre one with another, 
but ſmall parcels of it are often let at much 
higher rates, The Low Lands make PR IF '

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the Great Level of the Fens belonging to the 
Bedford Corporation, conſiſting of about 3000 
Acres, one- third of which was allotted to them 
for their expences in Imbanking, cutting Drains, 
erecting Mills, &c. and is from time to time 


let out as Severals by the Corporation to ſuch 


as are diſpoſed to become adventurers jn that 


way; for the undertaking 1s rather hazardous, 


they being liable to be drowned by Breaches of 


Banks from immoderate Rains, in wet years, 
To remedy which inconvenience as much as 


poſſible, an Act of Parliament was obtained in 


1740, for making theſe and ſome adjoining 


Lands in the. Pariſhes of Szrezbam and Wiegen, 
into a Level by itſelf (ſubordinate to that of the 
Corporation) with Commiſſioners appointed for 
the more particular care and inſpection of them, 
of whom the Lord of the Manor and the Vicar 
of Waterbeach for the time being are always 
two; the Lord of the Manor of Stretham and 
the Rector thereof are two others; who are 
empowered. to levy a Tax for that purpoſe, and 
to lay out the produce thereof as they ſhall 


judge moſt beneficial to the Level; but even all 
their care and attention cannot prevent the Lands 
from being occaſionally flooded; and indeed if 


they could, the nature of the ſoil is ſuch, they 
would be of little value without it, they being 


greatly enriched by theſe floods, and bearing 


the more plentiful crops when they again be- 
come dry. The Severals are ſometimes plowed, 


and bear very plentiful crops of Oats, Coleſeed, 


Flax, &c. the reſt of the Lands are uſed as 
n rs SE Commons 
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Commons by the Inhabitants, who, to the num- 
ber of 120, have each of them a right to feed 
fifteen head of great cattle, viz. Milch Cows, 
Horſes, ' Mares, Colts, Heifers, &c. thereon, . 
with eight ſheep, as limited by the ſaid Ac, 
and to ſupply what may be wanting of their 
own ſtock, to make up that number by taking 
in foreign ſtock to agiſt; but this number has 
been reduced to twelve by a ſubſequent Act in 
d ot6 203,201} 23D 2:0: 
The three Flocks of Sheep, uſually depaſtured 
in the Pariſh, amount to about 2000, which, 
from the goodneſs of the foil, are commonly 
well kept, and of courſe produce a good quan- 
tity of Wool and Lambs, and thereby become. 
very profitable to the owners. The Soil like- 
wiſe is peculiarly adapted to Gardening, in ſo- 
much that there are no better Aſparagus, Caul- 
liflowers, Cabbages, Beans and Peas, than it 
produces; and many perſons diligently cultivat- 
ing and carrying them to Cambridge Market, 
acquire a comfortable maintenance thereby. The 
Commoners likewiſe, at ſtated times, are allowed 
to mo ſome parts of their Common, to furniſh 
them with a coarſe kind of Hay or Lugs for 
foddering their cattle in the Winter, when there 
is any deficiency of a better ſort from their 
Severals and Incloſures. Each Commoner has 
alſo a right to dig as many Turfs as ſhall be 
wanting for the fuel of his own Houſhold, (but 
not to ſell any out of the Pariſh) which affords 
a comfortable proviſion for the poor in this neceſ-

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The number of Families in the Pariſh amounted 


lately to about an hundred, and the Inhabitants, 
old and young, to 450; but as the Farmers of 
Denney, Waterbeach and Rectory, (the property 
of Hen, Pointer Standly, Eſq;) occupy nearly 


two-thirds of the Pariſh, there are not many 


other capital Farmers reſident there.---Cauſe- 
way End Farm, thoſe of Mefirs. Wiles, Hall, 
Huckings, and Watſon, are the principal: the 


reſt of the Lands are divided into ſmall parcels, 
and let to ſuch as have à ſtock of milch cows, 
of which there are uſually above 300 kept in 


the Pariſh, for tlie ſupply of Cambridge Market 


with butter, at which place it uſually bears a 
good price. There are others who keep a cow 


or two for the ſuppor t of their families; but | 


many are obliged to: ſubſiſt by their labour, and 


others, who are paſt it, to be ſupported by-a Rate 
upon the Inhabitants, and ſome of them in a 

workhouſe provided for that purpoſe. There 
is a ferry over the River Cam called Claybiibe 
in this Pariſh, with an extenſive Fiſhery be- 


longing to it, and a Cut likewiſe paſſes through 
it, which Dr. Stukely calls Cardyke, joining 


the Rivers Cam and Que, by which he imagines 
the Corn collected by the Romans from the 


neighbouring counties, and depoſited in their 
Granaries at Grunta, (now Cambridge, was 


conveyed into the North, and even to Scotland 


itſelf, by Rivers and ſuch kind of Cuts. But

Officers of the ſeveral pariſhes concerned, not 
being ſatisfied, well-knowing it was of much 
greater value, were adviſed to file a Bill in 
Chancery to compel him to give it up; in this 
however they failed, but obtained proper regu- 
lations for letting it for the future, His leaſe 
expired in 1780, and it is now let to ſub- 
ſtantial Tenants for 3151, per annum, and is 
reckoned well worth that ſum, by which the 
allotments to the ſeveral Pariſhes are conſider- 
ably advanced.

furtherance of Knowledge and Religion. 


. MARCERV BAN EKS, widow, by Will dated 
2d March 1632, bequeathed to the poor of the 
Pariſh of Materbeæch, the ſum of Ten Pounds, 
to be laid out in Lands for the Poor Inhabi- 
tants of the faid Town for ever; which ſum 
was accordingly expended in the purchaſe of 
Three Acres of Land in Chittering (commonly 
called Old Town Fenn) rented at one pound five 
ſhillings per annum, which was ordered to be 
applied according to her will. 


Mrs. GRACE CLARKE by will bearing date 
the 23d May 1687, gave 1o0l. to the uſe of 
the poor of the Pariſh of Waterbeach, to be 
put out at intereſt, by the Church-Wardens and 
Overſeers of the Poor then in being, for the 
following uſes: to put out ſix Poor Children 
to School, (whoſe friends are not able to pay 
for their ſchooling) until they can read well 
in the Bible, and then to remove them, and 
put others in their places, as long as the world 
endures; and the overplus of the intereſt money, 
after paying for the above ſchooling, is ordered 
to be given to ſuch poor people on Sr. Thomas's 
Day, as receive no Collection, and no other. 
The above ſum was laid out in the purchaſe of 
Ten Acres of Land in Chittering, of the value 
of Five Pounds per annum, of which Three 
Pounds Twelve Shillings, is ordered to be paid 
yearly for ſchooling, and the remainder to be

the ſaid ſix poor Widows, their Succeſſors, or 
Aſſigns, are to take a diſtreſs upon the aforeſaid 
Eſtate, or any part thereof. She died on the 
7th of Feb. 1715, and her Will was proved in 
the Court of the Archdeaconry of Middle/ex, by 
Fames Andrews, clerk, one of her Executors 
named in the ſaid Will. She likewiſe left an 
Annuity to the Pariſh of Cottenham of the ſame 
value, iſſuing out of the ſame Eſtate, to the 
Miniſter. and Church-Wardens thereof, (where 
her late huſband, Mr. John Brigham, was born,) 
to the putting forth two or more children of 
the Pariſh, whoſe friends or parents, being In- 
habitants of the ſaid Pariſh, and not receiving 
alms there, nor able to put forth fuch children 
apprentices, may be put to ſuch trades and em- 
ployments as the Miniſter and Church-Wardens 
mall approve of, as Apprentice. 

There are alſo ſeveral other Pieces and Parcels 
of Land in the Pariſh, (deſcribed in a Terrier 
thereunto belonging) deviſed by perſons, whoſe 
names, through length of time, ar negligenee, 
and the purpoſes for which given, are en- 
tirely forgotten: It has ever been underſtood 
by the Inhabitants, that theſe Lands were de- 
ſigned by the Donors for eharitable uſes, and 
the rents of them had been uſually received 
by the Church-Wardens, and fhauld have been 
applied accordingly. All 
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All the above Charities were regulated by an 
Inquiſition held for charitable uſes for the County 


of Cambridge, on the 15th of October, 1729, 


when they were ordered to be paid according to 


the directions given in the reſpective Wills, and 


out of the Lands whoſe Donors were unknown, 
Five Pounds per annum, to be laid out in firing, 


and diſtributed amongſt ſuch poor as ſhall take 


no collection, on the fourth day of November 


yearly ; and Twenty Pounds more out of the reſt 
to be applied in the following manner, viz. Ten 
Pounds to be diſtributed on the 4th of Novem- 
ber yearly, and Ten Pounds more on' the 2d of 


February, to poor Inhabitants receiving-no col- 


lection from the ſaid Pariſh; and the farther 


ſum of Five Pounds to be laid out in Cloaths 


for the poor people who moſt conſtantly fre- 


quent the Eſtabliſhed Church, and the reſidue 


to be applied to the repair of the Pariſh 


Church. And for the better conducting of this 
buſineſs, ſeven Truſtees were appointed, who 
were ordered to keep a book for entering their

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The above is the beſt account I am able to give 
of the various, and very conſiderable Charities be- 
queathed to this Pariſh. And which, if the above 
Orders were properly attended to, would afford 
conſiderable relief to many of the neceſſitous Poor, 
and thereby the deſigns of the benevolent Donors 
would be fully anſwered. 


Of the PARISH CHURCH. 


Soon after the year 1190, Villiam Longchamp, 
Biſhop of Ely, granted to the Prior and Canons 
of Barnwell, the Churches of Caldecot and Beche, 


with all their Appurtenances, towards their ſup- 


port and maintenance; the latter to take place 
upon the death, or reſignation Bartholomew 
Clerk, then Rector. The firſt Grant had been 


made by Geoffry Ridell, Biſhop of Ely, in 1174. 


and was afterwards confirmed by Euſtace and 
Geoffry de Burgh. (d) Before this Appropriation, 
two-thirds of the Tythes had been given them 
by A. Picot, their Founder, about the year 1092, 
and the other probably by ſome ſubſequent Bene- 
factor. A Vicarage was at this time ordained,

in whoſe hands it continued till the diſſolution

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Within the Rails of this Chancel, is a black

afterwards Anne Wood of Cam- 
bridge, ſtill living, On his death 
13 Apr. 1759, (and burial in S.

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Edward's Pariſh in Cambridge,) 
he was ſucceeded by 
2 Aug. 1759. Robert Maſters, B. D. then 
1 Rector of Landbeach, who gave 
up the Vicarage of Linton, to 
which he had been collated with- 
out ſolicitation, by his old Friend 
and Patron Biſhop Mauſon. Soon 
after which he eee diſco- 
vered, that his Predeceſſors had 
for many years paſt been defrauded 
of a conſiderable portion of Corn 
and Hay Tithes, with which the 
Vicarage had been endowed ſoon 
after the Reſtoration. Theſe; after 
being well adviſed by able and 
friendly Lawyers, he ſet himſelf 
about the recovery of, by filing a 
Bill in the Exchequer, againſt. a 
very rich and potent adverſary, in 
in which by indefatigable appli- 
cation and at no ſmall hazard he 
happily ſucceeded, and thereby 
more than doubled the value of 
the Living. This, however, he 
_ afterwards wiſhed to reſign to his 
Son, who had then no other fet- 
tled maintenance, in which the 
preſent Biſhop of Ely was ſo 
obliging as to indulge him; the 
only Reward he ever received at his 
bands, out of his ſuperabundant 
Patronage, for fourteen years ſer- 
vice, 
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vice, for ſo greatly improving the 
value of the Collation, for repair- 
ing and enlarging the Houſe at no 
ſmall expence, and for purchaſing 
a Freehold Eſtate, with a Houſe, 


Barn, Cloſe and Common, conti- 


guous to the Vicarage, for the 
enlargement of its Scite; a Reward 
which he apprehends, eſpecially 
if to it be added the ungenerous 
treatment he has fince met with, 


from thoſe ſolely intereſted therein, 
will afford little encouragement to 
future Benefactions.

Of the Foundation of Denney Abbey. 
TurRE was a Cell of Benedifine Monks from 


the Convent of Ely placed in the Iſle of Elnney 
in the Pariſh of Warerbeach very early, but at 


what time I cannot. take upon me to determine; 


who with Reyno/d at their head, complained of 


their being incommoded with the Waters there; 
inſomuch that they were often interrupted by 
them in the performance of the Divine Service. 
 Albericus Picot having heard of this, and being 


willing 
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willing to ſuccour and aſſiſt them in affording a 
more commodious place for the exerciſe of their 
Religious Offices, gave to Sr. James and St. Leo- 
nard, to Reynold the Monk, and his Brethren, and 
their ſucceſſors for ever, free from all ſecular ſer- 
vices and Taxations whatever, Four Acres and an 
half of Land in the Iſle of Denne), in a higher 
ſituation, more proper for building a Church and 
other Offices, with Orchards, Gardens, &c. for 
their accommodation. Who accordingly after 
the completion of the buildings, removed thither ; 
ſill retaining their property in Elmney, with the 
Land which his Father Henry had given them in 
Beche, viz. VI. Acres, two in each Field, with a © 
Curtilage. And this he did with the conſent of 
his Wife, his Brethren and Heirs, the Monks 
voluntarily offering him two Marks and» an half 
of Silver with twelve pence, upon. the Ratifica- 
tion of this Donation, for which he expected 
himſelf and his Relations ſhould be remembered 
in their prayers REY 
Robert, Chamberlain to Conan Duke of Brit- 
zany and Earl of Richmond, (1) being ſick unto - 
death, wanted to be made a Monk at Ely, which 
requeſt was readily. granted, and he accordingly 
took the habit.

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in Beche, three in each Field, together with a 
Meſſuage there, which Godric the Son of Galfrid 
Brito had, with all the Lands he held in the 
Fields, to the amount of half a Virgate, free of 
all Taxes except to the Crown. He gave them 
alſo, out of his other poſſeſſions, the ninth Sheaf, 
both of Wilbrabam and Wendy, paying one Mark 
of filver yearly to the Monks of Mount St. 
| Michael, as he had done before, the Ad- 
vowſon of the latter, and indeed of all his 
Churches as they became vacant, Wilbraham, 
Wendy and Kirkeby. He brought his two ſons 
and Heirs, George and Nigellus, with him to the 
| Biſhop of Eh, to joyn with him in this Grant, 
which he earneſtly exhorted them to augment, 
and to be ready to do theſe Monks all the good 
offices in their power, with the denuneiation of 
a Curſe upon all who ſhould any way injure 
them. This was confirmed by his Patron the 
D. of Brittany, together with that of Picot, 
by Nigellus Bp. of Ely, and the church con- 
ſecrated, a little before his death, on 3 Kal. of 
July 1169, in the 36th year of his Epiſcopacy. 
Theſe Monks did not however continue a 
long time in poſſeſſion of Denney, for we find 
it came into other hands in the time of Richard, IJ. 
This they obtained by purchaſe of the Convent 
of Ely, and at their joynt requeſt, with George 
Biſhop of Ely, obtained a Patent for holding all 
their poſſeſſions in Beche and elſewhere above men- 
tioned, of Hen. II. ſoon after this, in 1176, for 
the annual payment of iiii Marks of filver, ii at 
the Feaſt of Str.

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Butolpb, they undertook to keep Hoſpitality on 
the two feſtivals of S7. Febeldteda They held 
in Warerbeche in the time of Henry III. three

| Fee of the Biſhop of Ely of free Alms, paying an 
annual Rent of four Marks to the Prior of Ely, 
together with a Fiſhery called Mereware, for 
which they paid to the Abby of Wroxhale one 
Mark, and another Fiſhery called e e, of 
fe value of 88. 

They had a Conteſt" in the King' 8 Bench,

ing the Advowſon of the Vicarage, upon the 
elaim of ſome of their Predeceſſors having pre- 
ſented thereto; but they did not ſucceed therein, 
it being fully confirmed to the Priory of Barn- 
tell. T hey continued here till the year 1308, 
when their Eſtates, which were very conſider- 
able, were all given to others by a Bull of Pope 
Clement V. in 1313, which was confirmed by 
an Act of Parliament in 1324. They however 
enjoyed not long their new acquiſitions here, but 
refigned them, whether by force, or by what 
means is not mentioned, into the hands of Ed.

She held the Manor of Waterbeche of Richard 
le Buttiler by the ſervice of a Roſe, which he 
held by the Ae of half a Knight's Fee of the 
King, and which upon his ſurrender was granted 
by Patent to her, Tos of all ſervices except the 
Roſe aforeſaid, in 1281.

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She brought over the firſt four Siſters from 
France, about the Feaſt of Aſcencion, and placed 
them there under the Government of Joan de 
Niveriis or de Nevers. But Symon de Aſcellis, 
Prior of Barnwell, to whoſe Convent the Rec- 
tory had been appropriated, and Conſtantine then 
Vicar, earneſtly oppoſed their ſettlement there, 
alledging it would neceſſarily be of prodigious 
damage to the Mother Church, and conſequently 
to them and their ſucceſſors, (as it has ſince moſt 
fatally happened) by . a great part 
of the ſmall Tythes, which had heretofore been 
conſtantly and quietly paid. And very ſoon after

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the Church was very ſpacious and handſome, and 
had I apprehend been added to the old one of 
the Monks, which ſeems to have been very 
mall. . 
The whole of this addition has been long ſince 
demoliſhed, but the Nave and Steeple of the old 
one ſtill make a conſiderable part of the preſent 
Houſe, and before the late repair were very viſi- 
ble, and worth the attention of any curious per- 
ſon. See Plate prefixed. „„ 
In the year 1400 we find the Bp. of Ely grant- 
ing an indulgence of forty days, to thoſe who 
ſhould contribute to the ſupport of Milliam Rogers 
a poor Hermit, and to that of the Cawſ- 
ways between Waterbeach and Denney, and be- 
tween Denney and Stretbam. 
Some of the ſubſequent Benefactors to this 
Houſe were Sir Philip Tilney, Knt. Sir Fobn 
Tnglethorpe, Knt. John Browne and Walter God- 
dard, who in 13 Rich. II. were concerned in 


conveying the Manor of Hiſton St. Andrew, with 


the Advowſon of the Church, to Jabella the 
Abbeſs and Siſters of Denney, together with 
ſeven Meſſuages and five and an half Acres of 
Land in Waterbeach and Denney, Which Manor 
and Advowſon were held under the Bp. of Lin- 
coln, who held them of the King by the ſervice 
of two Knights Fees, at the yearly Rent of 40 
Marks, during the Lives of five perſons therein- 
named, or the ſum of 2571. 13s. 4d. to be paid 
within a year, whereof 161]. was then depoſited. 
Whilſt the Meſſ. and Lands were held of the 
Abbeſs, who had them of the Baron de Hobridge, 
4. . Who 
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who held them of the King by the military ſer- 
vice of xiii d. per Ann. but whether theſe per- 
ſons were the real Benefactors, or only Truſtees 
for carrying the Conveyance into execution, is 
ſomewhat uncertain, The Nuns very ſoon after 
this, upon an humble Petition to the Bp. of Ely, 
repreſenting their Poverty, by reaſon of Plagues, 
Inundations and various other calamities, ob- 
tained the appropriation of this Rectory at the 
ſpecial Requeſt of Lady Joan Bobun Counteſs of 
Hertford, Efſex and Northampton, reſerving ſuch 
a portion as he ſhould think proper to the Vicar, 
by an Inſtrument dat. 4 Mar. 141. 
In the year 1391 we find the Abbeſs and Nuns 
humbly preſenting Malter Philip, LL B. to the 
Rectory of Eltiſley in their Patronage, which they 
afterwards got to be appropriated likewiſe, upon 
like reaſons with thoſe of Hifon, only with this 
addition, that their buildings were in bad con- 
dition, and ſome of them wanted rebuilding, at 
a conſiderable expence, 15 Jun. 1512, Brother 
Richard Brynkley, D. D. being then their Preſi-

and Convent, to keep an Anniverſary: for him, 
his Parents and Benefactors, the ſum of Ixli. vi s. 
viii d. and if his Daughter Katharine ſhould 
die before ſhe came of age, the farther ſum of 
xlii li. vis. viii d. allotted for her fortune. And 


amongſt his debts ordered to be paid, Was x li. 


owing by his Father to the Convent, Ix s. by 


himſelf, for the Profeſſion and Admiſſion of his 


Daughter Lady Elizabeth into their Order. He 
likewiſe orders that Lady Agnes Keteryche his

She leaſed out the Demeſne 
Lands belonging to the Convent on 6 Oct. 1520 
for the ſpace of 15 years from Lady laſt paſt, to 
Rich. Saggeborowe, if he ſhould fo long live, 
paying yearly the 3d Buſhel of Corn, &c. and to 
continue for the ſame term after, if they ſhould 
not take them into their own occupation, little 
thinking then of their approaching Diſſolution. 
They were called upon again to pay Tenths for 
their Revenues to the King in 1535, which then 
amounted to 1771.

Abbey are ſtill conſiderable, the Nave of the

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Soon after the Diſſolution a Grant was made to 
Edward Elrington, (dat. 28 Oct. 31 Hen. VIII.)

Nuns of St. Clare of Denny Co. Camb. then 
diſſolved. And alſo of the Steeple & Churche 
Varde of the ſame, with all Edifices, Lands, &c. 
thereunto belonging. Alſo the Manors of Den- 
ney, Waterbeche, Hiſton, Higball & Stroude, with 
their Appurtenances, in the Counties of Cam- 
bridge, Bedford, Eſſex, Norfolk & Kent, with the 
Rectories of  Hifton, Eltifley, Byddenbam, Rod 
dieſoell & Gooderſton, with their Advowſons and 
Patronage of the Vicarages, and all their other 
Poſſeſſions lying in Cambridge, (beſterton, Ford- 
were, Milton, Landbeach, Fen Ditton, Maddinglie, 
Girton, Coton, Paxton, Greatrampton, Weſt Wrat- 
ting, Knapwell, Cottenham, Howes, Hokinton, and 
_ elſewhere in England, as they were held by 
Elizabeth Throgmorton before the Diffolution. |

Theſe Eſtates paſſed through various hands, as 
might have been more particularly aſcertained, 
had it been thought neceſſary, before the Reſto- 
ration; ſoon after which Tobias Ruſtat, Yeoman 
of the Robes to King Charles II. purchaſed an 
annuity of 1 341.

This Annuity he ſettled upon 
Jeſus College 1 in Cambridge, where his Father 
had been educated, for the maintenance of eight 
Scholars, ſons of deceaſed Orthodox Clergymen, 
and the purchaſc of Books for furniſhing his pub- 
lick Library, &c. in 1671, which ſum is now paid 
by the preſent Proprietor, then Henry Pointer, 
Fellow of King's college, to whom this Eſtate, 
with his others, and name, were bequeathed by 
the late Peter Standhy, Eſq. of Little Paxton in the 
county of Huntington.
